ERRORS IN LIVING. 


Min'd K*c«*rm*Iv# Appetite end tli«* Body*! 
< apal ity For Fond. 
To the lay mind nothing serins to au­ 
gur so strongly iii favor of robust h eal!Ii 
as a 
hearty 
appetite. 
Furth< metre, 
there won lr! seem to be a strong con­ 
viction in tho public mind, sanrtifo <1 
by tradition from time almost Iii i rn ♦ * - 
ruorial, that the more a man eat** the 
better be is. 
Tin* quantity of food that 
many people naturally eat is very lurgi 
as compared w ith their actual physi­ 
ological requirements. 
Add to tins tin 
many tem pting forms in which food is 
presented to tile palate by our modern 
culinary arts, the sharpening of the ap­ 
petite by the anteprandial cocktail, the 
stim ulus afforded th* appetite by a bot­ 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
the consumption of an amount of food 
that sim ply overwhelm s the assim ila­ 
tive organs. 
Bach indulgence, if nnre 
Striated aud habitual, taxes both the as­ 
sim ilative and the excretory organ* to 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled w it ii sedentary life, and, more­ 
over, it lends an additional im petus to 
the evils springing from the use of im ­ 
proper quality of food. 
The human elaborating and excretory 
mechanism was evidently adjusted for 
ordinary wear ami tear to an average 
lim ited period of about 70 years. 
U n ­ 
der 40 per cent of extra work we must 
naturally expect impairment or break­ 
down of the mechanism much earlier. 
It should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a pmjiortion of our 
w ell to do people die from B right’s d is­ 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
50 or 55 who should, and under prop­ 
erly regulated lives and habits would, 
have attained the natural age of 70 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may s e e m , 
such people usually spring from excep­ 
tionally healthy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their im m e­ 
diate ancestors lived to advanced ages 
of 80 years or more. This paradox, how ­ 
ever, is more apparent than real, for iii 
vestigafioii w ill usually reveal the fact 
that for the m ost part the parents in 
such cases were people of more simple 
habits, such as corresponded w ith N ew 
England life 75 or JOO years ago. 
The truth is that the w ell to do man 
of today lives in a faster age than that 
of his father and grandfather. He m eets 
w ith greater opportunities and possi- 
bilitiea and therefore greater stim ulus 
to all his energies. 
He more easily ac­ 
quires 
pecuniary resources, 
aud 
in 
larger amounts, and therefore he pos­ 
sesses greater luxuries of dom estic life. 
With these come greater tem ptations to 
excess. 
W hile he has often inherited a 
splendid constitution from his ances­ 
tors, unlike them he has run his phys­ 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate 
and it must of necessity more quickly 
wear out.—Charles W. Purdy, M. D., 
in North American Review.

"N ever eat eggs w hile you are an­ 
gry,” said A., E. Stewart of Boston. 
“ My attention was first called to this 
strange fact by the tragic aud sudden 
death of a lady acquaintance in Boston 
several years ago. 
I accepted lier hus­ 
bands invitation to dine w ith them . 
Just as we were going in to dinner a 
servant did som ething that caused the 
lady to tty into a terrible rage. She had 
been irritable from some minor com ­ 
plaint for several days, and her hus­ 
band calmed her ruffled feelings suffi­ 
ciently for the dinner to be eaten 
hi 
good temper. 
I noticed that she ate an 
unusually large am on ut of soft scram ­ 
bled eggs. 
Fifteen m inutes after we 
left the dining room she was a corpse. 
She died in frightful convulsions be­ 
fore the nearest, doctor reached 
the 
house. The doctor was unable to ascribe 
the cause. 
A few mouths later I was 
visiting a brother in Connecticut, and 
one of his sons died under sim ilar cir­ 
cumstances. Before breakfast one morn­ 
ing the boy, who was about 15 years 
old, had a tight w ith a neighbor’s boy. 
Before his auger had 
subsided my 
nephew was called to breakfast. 
He ate 
four soft boiled eggs. 
Had I known as 
much then as I do now I would have 
prevented it. 
In less than a half hour 
after breakfast the boy died w ith exact­ 
ly the same symptoms that were present 
wheu my friend’s w ife died. 
This s e t , 
me to thinking about the matter. 
“ It w asn’t long after this before a 
Beacon hill friend of mine expired sud­ 
denly after a meal. 
The doctors, as 
usual, were divided in opinion on the 
cause of death. 
Some of them contend­ 
ed that it was heart failure, whatever 
that is, aud others are still holding out 
that it was apoplexy. 
Inquiry by me 
developed the fact that my friend was 
very augry wheu he sat down at table 
and that he ate five eggs. 
With these 
developments I searched no further for 
the cause of his death. 
He was angry, 
he ate eggs, and he died. 
If these alo 
not links iii the chain of cause aud ef­ 
fect, the human intellect is incapable of 
logical thinking. *’— St. Louis Republic.

It was in the autumn of IBS)I that 
Galim'tte, v hile atffiug as director of 
the Bacteriological iustitute of Saigon, 
CcK’hiu Ghina, first comnienced his ex­ 
periments on tlie neutralization of ser­ 
pent venom u the animal system. 
He 
hu«l exceptional opportunities in the 
matter of serpent venom wherewith to 
carry out his investigations, inasmuch 
as a hand of cobras had recently attacked 
a village in the vicinity of Bao-Lieu, 
and by order of the governor of the dis­ 
trict no fewer than 90 spei’imens of the 
terrible Naja tripudiaus, or cobra de ca- 
pello, were forwarded in a barrel to the 
institute. 
Forty of these reptiles arrived alive, 
and several were at once sacrificed to 
secure their venom glands. Each gland, 
resembling both in size ami shape a 
shelled almond, contains about 30 drops 
of venom, and in this transparent limp 
id liquid is embodied a toxineof extraor­ 
dinary strength. As is well known, this 
cobra is th? most dreaded of all »wrpeiits, 
and it is widely distributed over India, 
Burma, Sumatra, Java, Malacca and 
Cochin China. Until Calmette, however, 
get to work to systematically study the 
nature of this reptile’s veiioni, but little 
precise or reliable information had been 
obtained as to its character. 
It was, of 
course, necessary in the first instance to 
asoertaiu, within as narrow a limit as 
po.ssible, the exact d«> gree of toxic power 
inherent in the venom, and to deter­ 
mine, if possible, the precise dose lethal 
in respect of each variety of animal ex- 
perimente«! upon. 
A correct calculation of the quantity 
of venom reijuired in every case was, 
however, found to be quite imjsissible, 
for so virulent is the poison that a sin­ 
gle drop of an emulsion pro«iuced by 
(K)uudiiig up B glands in 30U grams 
of distilled water is sufficient, when in- 
troduc«'d into the vein of a rabbit’s ear, 
to kill it in five minutes. All the mam­ 
mals to which Calmette a«lministered 
this cobra venom, such as monkeys, 
dogs, rabbits, guinea pigs, rats, suc­ 
cumbed more or less quickly, according 
to the size of the d o se. —Longman’s 
Magazine.______________

T h e V r o o m o f th # C o b ra In D e a d ly A l­ 
m ont B ey o n d llf lln f . 
It was in the autumn of 1891 that 
Calniette, v bile acting as director of 
the Bacteriological institute of Saigon, 
Cochin China, first commenced his ex 
pertinent* on the neutralization of ser­ 
pent venom u the anim al system. 
He 
had exceptional opportunities iii the 
matter of serpent venom wherewith to 
carry out his investigations, inasmuch 
as a band of cobras had recently attacked 
a village in the vicinity of Bac-Lieu, 
aud by order of the governor of the dis­ 
trict no fewer than 90 specimens of the 
terrible Naja tripudians, or cobra de ca­ 
pelin, were forwarded in a barrel to the 
institute. 
Forty of these reptiles arrived alive, 
aud several were at once sacrificed to 
secure their venom glands. Each gland, 
resembling both in size aud shape a 
shelled almond, contains about 30 drops 
of venom, and iii this transparent limp 
id liquid is embodied a toxinoof extraor­ 
dinary strength. As is w ell known, this 
cobra is the most dreaded of all serpents, 
aud it is w idely distributed over India, 
Burma, Sumatra, Java, Malacca and 
Cochin China. Until Calmette, however, 
set to work to system atically study the 
nature of this reptile’s venom, but little 
precise or reliable information had been 
obtained as to its character. 
It was, of 
course, necessary in the first instance to 
ascertain, within as narrow a lim it as 
possible, the exact degree of toxic power 
inherent in The venom, and to deter­ 
mine, if possible, the precise dose lethal 
in respect of each variety of animal ex­ 
perimented upon. 
A correct calculation of the quantity 
of venom required in every case wan, 
however, found to be quite impossible, 
for so virulent is the poison that a sin­ 
gle drop of an em ulsion produced by 
pounding up 8 glands in HOU grams 
of distilled water is sufficient, when in ­ 
troduced into the vein of a rabbit s ear, 
to kill it in five minutes. A ll the mam­ 
mals to which Calmette administered 
this cobra venom, such as monkeys, 
dogs, rabbits, guinea pigs, rats, suc­ 
cumbed more or less quickly, according 
to the size of the dose.— Longm an’s 
Magazine.

The French navy ranks next to that 
of England iu numbers, while iu effi­ 
ciency and fighting qualities the French 
ships are fully tqual to* their English 
rivals. In fact, iu naval architecture tile 
Pi inch early took the had, ami many 
of tho English types of ships were in* u- 
eh ii itv r tho French iii signs, says fi he 
Cbautauqnau. 
Oue of the chief differ­ 
ences bi tv. mu the 
English and the 
French armored ships today is in the 
disposition of the armor and the rouse- 
qui ut design of the hull. 
English de­ 
signers have strict u to protect the men 
working the guns, and to do this they 
have reduced the length of the ship's 
armor. French anil naval architects, on 
the other hand, have given little atten­ 
tion to the protection of men aud agreat 
deal to the protection of the water line. 
; Therefore they have reduced the breadth 
of the ship’s armor. 
It is worthy of note that France is 
the only great power which levies a tax 
! on such of her citizens as either do 
not enlist in the standing army or wh 
enlist for a shorter term than three 
years. Only those w ho are officially de- 
1 dared “ impecunious” are exempt from j 
such a tax. 
It is payable annually as 
long as the liability to service lusts, aud 
the revenue from tins source amounts to ' 
about 80,000,000 francs, or $0,000,000, 
annually. 
The officers of the French army re­ 
ceive a very thorough education at the 
different military schools. 
At the head 
of thes* (although not exclusively mili­ 
tary ) stands the Polytechnic school in 
Paris, which admits 150 pupils annually 
after a competitive examination. The 
course occupies nine mouths in the year 
for two years. 
As it is impossible to keep under arms 
for three years the entire annual contin­ 
gent of recruits, the law’ proviues for 
the discharge of thoroughly trained men 
at the end of the first or second year of 
active service in such proportions as to 
bring down (lie peace strength of the 
army to the number anuually determin­ 
ed upon by the general assembly. Pref­ 
erences in this connection are decided 
by lot. 
For this purpose every recruit 
at his enrollment draws a number, and 
only those having the highest numbers 
are entitled to consideration.

No visit to 
W ashington by a stranger is com plete 
w ith o u t an inspection of the treasury 
vaults, but if his or her visit is a non­ 
brid al one the fraud of the package 
isn ’t played.
